W. R. HOWSON 
ADDRESSES 
LOCAL AUDIENCE 


Liberal Laeder of Alberta, W. R. 
Howson along with J. J, Bowlen, M. 
L.A., Calgary, delivered an address 
in the Com. Hall Thursday even- 
ing. W. W. Brown acted as chairman 
and introduced the speakers, Mr. 
Bowlen was the first speaker and 
spoke briefly touching on matters of 
government in connection, particular- 
ly matters of finance. He said 
that in 1921, the government 
debt had been $57,000,000. There 
followed eight unusually prosper- 
ous years, with new and large 
sources of revenue in the way of gas 
tax, car licenses, liquor revenue and 
so on, Despite this greatly increas- 
éd revenue and good years, the gov- 
ernment had increased the debt to 
$143,000,000. Each year sees new 
taxes, new deficits, increased debt. 

‘The speaker referred to the case 
and expedition with which bills are 
put through for the borrowing of 
money. Two sessions ago a bill was 
brought into the. house to raise $5,- 
000,000. Inside of one afternoon, the 
whole business was put through, with 
an interest rate of 6.77 per cent, In 
no time, Toronto financiers had got 
the whole issue, before Alberta peo- 
ple were given any opportunity to 
invest. It was an alitractive invest- 
ment with Wood, Gundy and Mr. 
Holt benefiting. 

Mr. Hiowson on rising said: “1 
come to you, not as _ representa- 
tive of a party but as one {)xpayer 
to another, seeking to find some way 
in which our conditions may be bet- 
tered, not so much “or our own sakes 
as for th: sakes of our children. Un- 
less we wish our children to be tax: 
paying slaves, we must do something 
9 curb the flow of government ex: 
penditume.”” He went on and said he 
avked the co-operation of all those 
desiring a better government. Hie ap 
pealed to them on the basis that all 
were tax payers, all nad homes or 
were building homes, all desired < 
live here and should want improve 
government in order to make Alber- 
ta a better province for our childrer. 
“We must form a policy, building fo 
the beticrment of all regardless of 
our creeds, regardless of our occupa- 
tion. We must put in force a policy 
whereby we all get 100 per cent 
square deal,” said the speaker. 

A year ago at a liberal conven- 
tion, resolutions were brought in and 
drafted down to about sixteen points. 
discussions were then held on these 
points. People at meetings were 
asked {jo discuss and recognize these 
points for thj2 purpose of obtaining a 
peoples gtovernment-ra governing 
body which considers the welfare of 
all the people in all their dealings. 
“At the present time how do we 
gtand? {We are mortgaged to the ex- 
tent of $140,000,000, In 1931 the in- 
terest necessary to carry this burden 
amounted $6,400,000, and for 1933 
the amount set aside is $7,100,000, 
This mortgage cannot be increased 
or we shall make future citizens in- 
terest-bearing slaves,” 

In 1921, Mr. Howson stated, a new 
party was formed. This new party 
the U.F.A., promised great things in 
ptore for the people. A new social or- 
der was tio have been established and 
we received the greatest social dis- 
order ever known. Again in 1932 
we are offered another new social or- 
der. A new life is before us under 
the C.C, fF. “Shall we be fooled 
again?” asked Mr. Howson, “The 
same people are promising tht new 
gocial order. The same people with 
different lettering,”’ 

What have the liberals tried to do 
on behalf of the people? In 1931 
when times were bad and many peo- 
ple were in financial difficulties, the 
liberals brought in a resolution ad- 
vising reduction and revising. This 
was voted down by the U.F.A, In 
1982 when conditions were worse, the! 
liberals asked that no further taxa-' 
tien be imposed upon thle people un- 
til the government had investigated |

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enlanies of all highly paid offic- 
ials getting up to $9,000 to $56,000, 
Many of these men have free cars, 
tree transportation, free telephone 
and o‘/ier privileges, Yet they again 
turned us down, answering: “We have 
already cut expenditures,” 

As an example of waste that 
might have been’ eliminated, Mr, 
Hiowson deplored expenditures on 
Government House in recent years— 
the buying of rugs, custains and fur- 
nishings. Rugs costing htindreds of 
dollars adorning the floors; valuable 
tapestries and coverings being pur- 
chased in years when people are 
starving. 

The improvements at Govesnment 
House in the year 1930, amounted 
to $9,500; in 1931 $15,348; in 1932 
to little better thnn $11,267, and Mr. 
Howson says: “We have no more use 
|_for Government House than a cat has 
“for. two tails.” 

~ He attacked the Department of Ed- 
ucation for building a new Normal 
Sshool at Edmonton at a cost of 
$600,000 in 1928, when we had two 
Normals, one at Calgasy in the south 
and Camrose in the north, grinding 
out teachers who could secure no 
jobs. Later this new school was 
closed but we still pay taxes on it. 
This Normal school at Edmonton 
cost half as much to run as did 
all the nine other schools in Edmon- 
ton. Salaries for janitors alone in 
1931, amounted to $16,697 at the Ed 
monton Nonmal.

tion to the highways where he claim 
ed thousands of dollars were til:ow-. 
away in grading, clearing and grub 
bing. Huge sums ‘would be paid t:< 
-lear land. where these was ny clear- 
ng\ to be done, he said. In 1931 ani 
332, fifty supposedly relief contract 
vere let, nine advertised for competi 
tive bidding and forty-one handec 
jut without competition, at high costs. 
or example, on a bid for loose rock 
the lowest was 10 cts. cubic yard, an: 
he highest; ‘was 35 cts. This contrac 
was given to a Medicine Hat man a 
i7 cts. And so on thsough)ut road 
dealings. Mr. Howson insisted that 
there was disregard of the use of the 
taxpayers money. In touring the 
country, Mr, Howson: statjd that he 
had met men who had worked as sub- 
contractors on these jobs; one who 
claimed to have cleared the Westlock 
Barshead road. He stated he had re- 
ceived $5.00 an acre for clearing and 
$5.00 for grubbing. Thie government 
paid the contractor $20 for clearing 
and $25 for grubbing. 

Others alleged examples of over- 
expenditure on highways ‘were quot 
ed iby the speaker, 

Regarding the present telephone 
system, Mr. Howson explained 
that it was partly a_ social 
and partly; economic service, In 
the past few years the system had 
been allowed to deteriorate. ‘We 
have invested thirty-one millions of 
dollars and have outstanding bonds 
of $25,000,000, yet we have no min- 
ister in charge and no one looking 
after the system.” Instead of raising 
rentals and taking out phones tp be 
stored in Calgary or Edmonton, 
could we not leave the phones in as 
a social service having little centirals 
for short community connection, At 
the present; time about ten millions 
of dollass worth of the system does 
not existi as thousands of the phones 
have been taken out and miles of 
line have fallen into disuse. Should 
this $10,000,000 be included in the 
assets of the Alberta Government 
Telephones?

Will Inflation Benefit? 


One of the many results flowing out of the Great War was the develop- 
ment of a narrow nationalism which found expression in many ways and has | 
had a profound effect upon not only national policies but in forms and | 
methods of government. Out of the Great War grew an economic warfare 
more intense than in the years that preceded that titanic struggle. That 
economic war led to the use of tariffs, quotas, and other trade restrictions on 
a scale hitherto unknown. All nations engaged in it, some reluctantly, but) 
because they were forced into it by the actions of other nations. 

As this economic warfare progressed it inevitably led to still another 
war,—a war of exchange. The value of the currency of one nation rose or fell 
in relation to the value of the currencies of other nations, and as it rose or 
fell it directly affected the trade of the nations as well as the whole financial 
structure of all, and the ability of one group of people to meet its obligations 
to another group. 

From this it was but a short step to a third form of warfare now being 
waged,—a war of currencies. Some nations,—most of them,—abandoned the 
gold standard, but a few still adhere to it. Then began the struggle of the 
currencies, Abandoning the gold standard was a measure of inflation, The! 
next step was the more or less gradual reduction of the value of national 
currencies in terms of gold, the object being to raise prices which had fallen 
to a disastrously low ebb. In other words, policies of inflation were embarked 
upon, 

But always in war, no matter the nature of the struggle, one party or 
country always endeavors to outdo the other, It is so in physical warfare; it; 
is tiue in any tariff war. It is equally true in a war of inflation, When one) 
country embarks upon a policy of inflation, even though it be primarily as a| 
matter of domestic concern alone, it immediately has repercussions in other | 
countries. So when one country proceeds with a policy of inflation, and per- | 
sists in it, sooner or later other countries will follow suit, and, in following | 
suit, will, of course, seek to go other countries ‘one better.” 

Whatever may be said in favor of a degree of inflation on the one hand, 
or deflation on the other, to meet changing economic ccnditions,—and a 
country engaging in either the one policy or the other always proceeds on 
the assumption that great care will be exercised, and the policy fully con- 
trolled to prevent it getting out of hand,—the net result invariably is that it 
does get cut of control, and the final stage of affairs is made worse rather 
than improved, and the process of financial recovery made more difficult and | 
of longer duration, with losses made heavier. 

A policy of inflation is being applied in the United States at the present 
time. As always, President Roosevelt is anxious to keep it within bounds, but 
there are great and powerful influences at work to carry it far beyond what! 
the President desires and has in mind. Can the situation be controlled? When 
Congress re-assembles, indications are not lacking that great pressure will be 
applied to put the printing presses to work turning out billions of paper 
money, in addition to the present inflationary policy of decreasing the gold 
value of the dollar. And Congress is still supreme in the United States. It 
conferred very extensive emergency powers upon the President, giving him 
almost dictatorial powers. But it can withdraw those powers, or it can itself 
go much farther than the President and his advisers deem it wise to go. 

And Canada cannot he indifferent to or prove immune from the effects 
of United States policy, whatever it may be. Our trade and other relation- 
ships are too closely interwoven, and our financial undertakings, both public 
and private, so entwined that Canada will be directly affected.-Whether we} 
like it cr not, Canadian policy must, of necessity, be governed to some extent, 
—possibly a large extent.—by United States policy in this matter. 

Inflation and deflation, and their consequences, may be traced through- | 
out the course of history, dating back to the years B.C., and the lessons of 
history teach us that inflation appears to have generally, if indeed, not 
always, ended in disaster. There was at first always the intention of control, 
but the movement usually ended by breaking all bounds. Increased purchas- | 
ing power through inflation is only temporary; higher prices stimulate over: | 
production and check consumption; new debts appear, and a return to sta- 
bility is increasingly difficult. 

The depress‘on beginning in 1929 was preceded by wild speculaticn, en- 
couraged and made possible by an expansion of credit, but encouraged and 
stimulated by installment selling on a scale never before witnessed. Many 
were the warnings issued at the time this whoiesale expansion of credit, and 
unprecedented installment buying, was in progress. It could be seen by any- 
one willing to pause and consider that such installment buying,—all based on 
credit,—could not go on indefinitely; that a point must be reached when and 
where millions of individuals committed to installment payments would 
reach the end of their purchasing power, having used up all their credit and 
pledged all their resources. The saturation point was reached late in 1929, 
and the crash followed. 

People had bought land, houses, motor cars, radios, equipment of all 
kinds, and many luxuries all on the promise to pay, weekly, monthly, yearly 
installments, The time came when they could make no more commitments, 
so production stopped, and with its stoppage, millions were thrown out of 
employment and were thus placed in a position where they could not meet 
their deferred installment payments, Prices fell, and everybody sustained 
losses. | 

Inflation might temporarily raise prices, just as speculation and install- 
ment buying,—which, after all, was inflation pure and simple,—did. raise

But since 
that pre-war phenomenon is rare to- 
day, English sovereigns, Turkish pias- 
tres, Italian lire, and even United 
States $5 and $10 gold pieces are em- 
ployed in addition to the old *'Napo- 
leons” or “Louis,”’ 

Until the United States went off 
the gold standard, its paper dollar 
used to be regarded as the most solid 
currency circulating in the Balkans, 
and was employed to replace gold as 
a@ medium of exchange. Since its 
drop, however, the Albanians and 
others have gone back to the precious 
metai itself. 

In all other Balkan countries the 
governments have confiscated all 
gold, replacing it by depreciable local 
paper currency. Heavy penalties are 
imposed on those found trafficking in 
gold, or taking foreign exchange out 
beyond the borders, 


Russia Builds Giant 'Plane 


A giant airplane which can carry 
128 passengers in addition to the 
pilots and crew has been built at 
Kharkov in Soviet Russia. This great 
aircraft is known as the K.-7, and 
has 16 compartments fitted with four 
sleeping berths in each, For day fly- 
ing each berth can be converted into 
two seats. There is also a cabin with 
seats and sofas, and a promenade in 
the middle of each wing.

To Be Made With Regularity Of Rail- 
road Trains In Near Future 

At a meeting in New York a dozen 
flyers, aeroplane designers and manu- 
facturers and _ representatives of 
American and European airlines dis- 
cussed details of schedules for trans- 
Atlantic travel by air. On one point 
they all agreed—that by the end of 
1934, or 1935 at the latest, seaplanes} 
will be making scheduled flights| 
across the Atlantic with the regular- 
ity of rajlroad trains.

Atlantic flyer, acted as chairman. 

On these points too they agreed: 

That in two years at the most John 
Citizen may fly with perfect safety 
from New York to Paris in 20 hours

That he may send a letter from 
the United States to Europe by air 
at a maximum cost of 50 cents an 
ounce, 

That air freight, including a long 
list of articles ranging from sales-- 
men's samples to race horses, will pay 
the bills just as freight pays bills for 
the railroad.
